eight. 


LIST IS STOLEN 


The episode has been developing for

First of all the number of prominent 
or influential persons on it is surpris- 
ingly few. Usually it is claimed that 
the "best people" -in a city are in the 
Klan. In Buffalo well known names 
were the rare exception rather than 
the rule.

MOUNTING FIRE LOSSES 


American fire losses have passed the 


8400.000.000 mark annually. They are 
now six times as great as Great Britain's, 
although this country's population is on- 
ly three times that of Great Britain. Since 
1904 the fire losses of this country have 
doubled. 


AVith fire-proof buildings, building reg- 


ulations, efficient fire departments and 
equipment, enforced precautions against 
fire hazards and advantages for detecting 
and extinguishing fires it is surprising 
to some that fire losses continue to mount 
more rapidly than the population and 
construction. 


There is an excuse for mounting fire 


losses in the relatively greater size and 
valuation of individual buildings in the 
United States and in the former more ex- 
tensive use of inflammable materials in 
construction. One industrial or commer- 
cial fire in an American city can cause 
greater damage than the destruction of a 
whole city block in England. 


The widespread use of electricity is 


frequently advanced to explain fire loss- 
es, but fire underwriters have shown that 
losses from defective electric wiring are 
annually diminishing because of improved 
methods. ' 


So carelessness as practiced mainly in 


the throwing, away of burning matches 
and cigaret and cigar stubs remains an 
extensive cause of fires in the United 
States. In 1921 losses of 821.000,000 
were traced directly to this source. 
It 


would be conservative to double that 
amount for "fires of undetermined ori- 
gin.'' 
Add the millions of dollars of 


damage caused each year in forest lands 
by the careless dropping of matches and_ 
the "snipe." Knowing the menace and 
that it is always the loser, the public may' 
some day acquire the habit of taking pre- 
cautions instead of chances.

SHOULD YOU POULTICE IT? 


Two youngsters were- discussing 
pimples. One 


of them told how sore come pimples were. They 
! were as sor* as boils, he declared, whereupon the 
other asserted that his pimples were bolls, some 
of "em. But to this the- first youngster demurred*. 
Ja poultice *em?" 
he inquired. 
"No." "Well, 


then, they were just pimples. 
They alnt boils un- 


til you've poulticed them.' And I think there 
a good deal of sense in that. 


A nice big: poultice on a sore, swollen inflamed 


lump is perhaps the most certain way of making an 
abscess out of it. A poultice, as a rule, will make 
two boils grow where only one existed before. A 
good poultice favors the development of the mul- 
tiplication of pus producing germs and their spread 
to other places. 


One of the most hideous crimes of domestic 


medicine is the poulticing of the face or cheek for 
an abscess about the root of a tooth—so called "ul- 
cerated tooth." 
This mistake has led to perfora- 


tion of the cheek and a wholly unnecessary scar in 
many cases. As a rule the use of any kind of 
poultice in this condition Is a. bad compromise with 
ignorance and fear, for the quickest relief, the 
safest treatment, and the most conservative is al- 
ways immediate surgical intervention by the den- 
tist, whether this may mean extraction of a tooth 
damaged beyond repair, drilling through the tooth 
to give vent to the pus. or drainage of the abscess 
by incision of the gum. The victim who suffers 
for days with "ulcerated tooth" Is to be pitied for 
his ignorance only. 
For that matter, most of our physical suffer- 


ing merits the same pity, but we must draw the 
line somewhere, and to my mind so called "ulcer- 
ated tooth" makes a ««e pla«« to draw the line 
because there is no plausible excuse for suffering 
from such a condition longer than it takes to find 
the dentist. 
v 


In modern surgical practice, a poultice is used 


only when suppuration (the formation of pus. mat- 
ter, an abscess) Is deemed to be inevitable. The ef- 
fect of the poultice is to favor and hasten the soft- 
ening and breaking down of inflamed, indurated or 
hardened tissues which are dying because the blood 
supply has been choked off by the inflammation 
and the exudate or material deposited from the 
blood about the seat of infection. 


The ideal and best poultice to use. when a poul- 


tice should be used, is a large one of flax seed 
meal. 
These canned mud nostrums which come 


so heavily wrapped with hokum are not poultices 
at all and" their appeal is to the credulity of the lay- 
man and the second rate doctor who takes too seri- 
ously his second class mail. We smile at the gulli- 
bility of the simple flapper who pays her pin money 
for "beauty clays." but she Is a wise bird indeed 
as compared with the grownup who hands over his 
coin for glorified mud. and then diddles along with 
it until he has to call two doctors where one would 
have sufficed before.

Harry Leppla, Greenville, says that 


his method of getting a supply of seed 
corn and curing the seed is to make 
the selection of ears before tho crop 
is cut and to dry the corn in a well 
ventilated room by artificial heat. 


Mr. Leppla predicts that in case 


frosts come early this fall, farmers 
who are lucky enougfi to have a good 
crop of corn and take tho pains to 
select and properly cure surplus seed 
corn will be very scarce and the price 
will bo high. Moreover. Mr. Leppla 
agrees to the letter with the follow, 
ing statement of E. D. Holden of the 
agronomy brand of the state agucul 
tural department 
on the subject of 


curing seed corn: 


"Com just beginning to dent will 


make good seed if it is picked and tak- 
en inside where there is artificial heat 
and plenty 
of air circulation. 
The 


matter of air circulation is icry im 
portant because oven if there is plenty 
of heat without air, the corn wil! 
mold. Heat and air combined will 
cure the corn rapidly and get it out of 
danger of the molds 


"In case frost 
comes, the corn 


should be picked after fie first frosi 
kills the leaves. The dead leaves no 
longer assist in the evaporation of 
moisture as they do before they are 
killed. For that reason the corn will 
start to mold on the stalk. Immedi 
ate picking and removal of husks, and 
taking the corn msido where it is dry. 
warm, and airy, 
insures good seed 


corn. 


"Get ready now for the picking and 


curing1 of seed corn so that in case of 
emergency you can handle your corn 
In a hurry. Hangers will have to be 
got out and put in shape, and perhaps 
Borne room will need to be cleaned up 
and a stove set up for a curing1 room 
If it Is at all possible, save enough 
seed corn this year for two years, be 
cause that Is always a safe rule to 
follow.
